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Notice  is  hereby  given  that  after  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  cards  for  the  Yearbooks  for 
1904  and  for  Farmers’  Bulletins  203  to  226 
the  free  distribution  of  printed  catalogue 
cards  for  publications  of  the  Department 
will  be  discontinued  except  to  Agricultural 
Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations  in  the 
United  States. 

The  demands  for  these  cards  have  become  so 
numerous  that  it  is  necessary,  on  account 
of  the  increased  expense  involved,  as  well 
as  on  account  of  the  limited  space  in  the 
Library  to  handle  the  cards,  to  transfer 
the  work  of  printing  and  distribution  to 
the  Library  of  Congress.  The  cards  which 
will  be  provided  by  the  Department  for  the 
Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Sta¬ 
tions  will  be  forwarded  direct  from  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

Libraries  and  individuals  desiring  cards 
for  publications  of  the  Department  issued 
since  January  1,  1906,  and  for  other  pub¬ 
lications  not  hitherto  indexed  may  obtain 
them  at  the  price  and  in  the  manner  stated 
in  the  inclosed  bulletin. 

The  special  advantage  to  subscribers  to 
the  cards  in  this  new  method  of  distribu¬ 
tion  will  be  the  receipt  of  cards  nearly 
as  soon  as  the  publications  are  received.
